LABOR f.EAPERS I'NrAIM 

Inevitably, the Toft Hnrtlpy l^hor Inw Is a 
live subject In this pfsWontlril cnmpnlRn. 

General Eluenhower, thp Ropubllrpn nom- 
inee, says he favors amendmpnU to the act 
where evidence Indicates thpy are nocpssary 
to Improve it. 

Governor Stevenson, his Democratic op- 
ponent, originally spoke, too, of "modifying" 
the law. He said It contains a number of 
features good for managoment-Kbor rela- 
tions. -More recently, however, f^t''von<:<-,n 
called for repeal of Taft-Hnrtlpy, 

It should be thoroughly clear, however, 
that the Democratic candidate Is for repeal 
of the name, "Taft-Hartley," rather than 
for scuttling the whole law Itself. In other 
words, he Is throwing a sop to the labor lead- 
ers to whom repeal has been a political rally- 
ing cotjslnce the" act was adopted in 1947. 

If trils"klnd of repeal really satisfies union, 
leaders, they have changed... For what they 
meant by that in earlier dayi was a complete 
Junkjng of eveiything In the act except the 
elements of the old, pro-labor Wagner act 
■which Talt-Hartley Incorporates. 

Aa proof of this, they flatly rejected in 
1848 a string of 28 amendments, sponsored 
by Senator Taft himself, to Improve the law. 
They wanted repeal or nothing. 

Should they now, by some chance, get 
what Stevenson proposes fof'Thenii It would 
not be much different from what Taft of- 
fered in 1049. The only distinction would be 
getting rid of the hated "Taft-Hartley" label. 

No one can prevent them from being satis- 
fied with this If they wish to be. But labor 
leaders ought not to be allowed to pose before 
their membership as having achieved real 
repeal if they should manage what Steven- 
son suggests. They could b« compelled to be 
honest about tbe Issue. 

At no stage of the Taft-Hartley history have 
they been that. They complain that the law 
U unfair and aAtl-tmlon. But most of them 
rate as antl-unlon any law which restricts the 
free reign of labor leaders in any way. 

Taft-Hartley certainly is not a perfect 
law ana jiome ol Uiose who pushed It may 
have b&Btt jngtlvatod by vindictive feelings 
toward labor. But it was an attempt by many 
sincere men to produce a needed balance In 
labor-managemisnt relations. 

To this effort, labor leaders contributed 
nothing but the bland assurances that they 
' did not need to bo regulated. In the face of 
the evident abuses of labor power In the 
early and mid-1040's, this was an Irrespon- 
sible position. 

When union chiefs had an honest chance 
in 1849 to better the law, they passed that by, 
too. They preferred to battle for no regulation 
at all. 

Short of an unlooked-for change In the 
complexion of the 1963 congress, labor is un- 
likely to get repeal. As a matter of fact, 
there Is not much prospect they will oven get 
the repeal In name only which Stevenson 
recommends. 

For the Americon people and their law- 
makers are convinced that unions, like every 
other vltai segment ol society, should be 
within the law— not above It.

If he rfnlly meant to l»unch an attack 
in lorcf:. Dc.ipJt* his pence aJIJnnces and United Na- 
ttonB plcdRes. he would strllte I'V" ready, not 

before— and stealthily. 

Also It la emphajilzed that October and. Indeed, the 
seven-month period from October to May, Is antl-wor 
weather In Russia and In almost all European theaters 
of possible fighting. With Russia's transportation 
system wholly Inadequate, even for peacetime purposes 
and demands. U could not supply the vast needs of a 
conflict on several fronts during winter. 

INDUSTRIAL— Prom the Industrial standpoint, Rus- 
sia cannot maintain a prolonged war. Even with the 
completloti of the new tlve-ycat-plan to be blueprinted 
iiext month, the Soviet's production of oil. coal, steel, 
aluminum and other major products will equal only 
one-halt or one-third that of the United States alone. 

Moat Important, there have been no mobilizations 
of troops or supplies of a magnlture required for^pros- 
ecutlon of a large-scale action. In fact, the Chinese 
delegation now In Moscow Is deman(llng that Stalin 
provide more arms for their forces In Korea. 

POLITICAL— Practical political consideration af- 
fecting both Russia and the United States also are 
mentioned Itythese diplomatic reports as a deterrent 
to a big warL 

Even though It Is not certain that Stalin will an- 
nounce hli prospective retirement as head of the state 
next month, the mere rumor has provoked bitter rival- 
ries among such possible heirs as Malenkov, Molotov, 
Bcrla, etc. Even in monolithic Moscow, there arc per- 
sonal and political differences among Individuals and 
their lacUons. Ambitious men and ward heelers are 
everywhere. 

Drugging a nation into war under all these adverse 
circumstances,. liLthc opinion of Secretary Acheson'a 
global reporters, appears to be an act ot folly of yhich 
the patient and hard-headed Stalin hardly seems 
capable. 

ADVANTAGE— The mete hint ol wMllkt Bchtmtn 
at the October session, according to certain realistic 
diplomats, might Influence the presidential election In 
a maimer not wanted by the Kremlin. 

In their opinion, any Indlcatlon.of global aggressive- 
ness by the Russians would operate to the odvantage 
□( Oenerat Elsenhower. Although tho Republicans are 
not publicizing this Issue, they expect to pick up many. 
votes .among elements who feel that our European 
commander during and since the war Is best qualified 
to cope with the reds at the council table or on the 
battlefield. 

Stalin's propagandist* apparently share this feeling. 
For the man they once honored and decorated after 
Germany's surrender- Is now the target of their most 
vicious attacks. While hardly mentioning Governor 
Stevenson. Pravda and iKvestla run dally denunciations 
of. "Ike" as our "leading wormonger." 

UNHELPFUL— As if he were not beset enough 
through his enemies' association ot him with "Tru- 
manlsm," Governor Stevenson now has another un- 
helpful friend. Ha is the inept Sen. William Benion, 
Connecticut. 

Dlactisslng the Democratlo party's future,. Benton 
said lli main source of strength always would be the 
"enlightened stales of the north." He obviously re- 
ferred to the ballot-box support ot labor and racial 
groups, especially the colored voters. 

"Tlint statement," remarked a Stevenson promoter, 
'should help us In Texas, Louisiana, I'lorlda and Vir- 
ginia, where we are working hard for the enlightened 
and even the unsnnghtened vote I"

The dust Jacket of this document 
says Luce and Hutchlns conceived 
this bright idea "during a lull In an 
encyclopedia board mooting." 

Although he and his wile profess

This would be a timely place to 
note that when Luce'.s wife was a 
mrmbrr of congreM. elected on the 
nepvibllcan ticket, she voted to kill 
the committee in IMS and conllrm- 
cd her position by Voting against 
the creation of the present per- 
manent committee in 1S4S. 

The earlier committee had been 
temporary. The communists all op- 
posed the committee on both votes 
and those Democrats who opposed it 
were mainly urban types and others 
who hoped to suppress the guilt of 
the Roosevelt regime In fostering 
communist treason. Mrs. Luce was 
more Democratic than -Republican 
in both terms. Judged by her votes 
on party Issues. 

Vivian Kellems, the Independent 
Republican aspirant for the senate 
In Connecticut, In a direct personal 
challenge to a political halr-pulllng, 
announced: 

"If that woman gets the Republi- 
can nomination from the Hartford 
convention, I will lay her out In 
lavender."

The convention nominated 
Frescott Bush, a Wall street partner 
of the far left-wing Democrat and 
long-time pro-Rusalan, Averell Har- 
ilman.

Care of Your Children

School sessions are tiring for chil- 
dren. Nature calls on them to grow 
and the only way they can do that Is 
In a[:tlon. Their bodies, the muscles 
and the nerves and the bmln cen- 
ters that govern their bodies, must 
be actively used If they arc to 
grow In power and In bulk. School 
rarely offers the necessary activity 
of body. It demands great acthlty 
of mind and, as their minds are In 
the formative stage, stilt without 
much power, the strain Is severe.

For the over- all crop, however, 
this year's figure Is expected to bo 
only four per cent above 1B51 wltli 
the result that demand should con- 
tinue strong, 

"Prospective yields are conslalently 
good In Idaho and a high pcrccntoge 
of U.S. one's Is expected." the bu- 
reau said, "In Utah anil Nevada long 
and favorable growing season with 
plenty of Irrigation water and very, 
lliiht Insect damage have combined 
to produce excellent ri'Bulls."' 

The report predicted n record hor- 
vc»t In Colorado's Snn Luis valley 
to follow the good early crop In the 



northern' ^ea of the state. 

In the central late potato states. 
South Dakota, Indiana and Illinois 
crops continued to deteriorate, off- 
setting Improvement In Iowa And 
Ohio. 

In the east. Main's famed Aroo- 
stook county had below normal rain- 
fall up to Sept. 1. More rain has 
fallen since then, but be low -freezing 
temperatures already have occurred. 
An extremely light crop Is predicted, 
small enough to offset gains In ex. 
pectcd production in I^ng Island 
and New Jersey.

department of aRricuIture predicts 
IDCa Idaho wheat production will 
break all existing records with a 
total of 43,363,000 bushels Indicated. 

The production. If realised, will 
exceed the 1947 record htsh by 
about nine per cent. 

Meanwhile, the USDA reported, 
prospects o( the over-all crop pro- 
duction Improved slightly during 
the month of August. 

Potato prospect* were csUmatecI 
it 300 bushels per acre, equalling 
record highs set In 1S48 and ISCO. 
The USDA reported the crop was 
'ilxlnt well and Insect damage was 
■t a minimum. 

Increased yields were also pre- 
dicted (or oats, com, beans, peas, 
and sugar beets, while hay was ex- 
)»ct«d \a exceed previous produc- 
Uon records. 

The TJSDA also reported Idaho 
dairy muiutRcturinB plants mads 
1,750.000 pounds of butter and a,- 
1S3,000 potmds of cheese during 
July this year. 

Butter production was six per cent 
less than June and 11 per cent less 
than July, IDfil, Cheese production 
was about three per cent less than 
June but about clgtit per cent above 
ft year ago.

Thp plant dtffptu from the or- 
dinary cmiT Iwnn not only In tha 
mammntli a'"wtii, hut In the lack 
of blosf"m'. In order to 
tropical riUfTpnrc one can view 
other ni'tnr-bi-Bn plants in many 
yards In Twin Falls. The average 
growth will be from three to five 
feet and the flowers, without petals, 
arc Eurronnded by dark brown 
spines, which gives them a burrllks 
appearance. "Th^ fruit ot the cas- 
tor-bean plant Is a large capsule 
containing three large seeds. "These 
yield the cnsior oil of commerce, 
and bUo nre valuable in ridding 
gardens o[ mole.V according to the 
garden encyclopedia description. 

Bearing out the tropical nature 
ot the Stevens plant is another por- 
tion of the descriptive paragraph 
which reads: "In the typical castor- 
bean (R. Communis) the leaves are 
large, Mmettmes three feet across, 
and divided Into from G to 11 lobes," 
The BvcraBp castor -bean plant 
(garden variety) has leaves large for 
the Eize of the plant, but not of thi 
huge dimension aa the hybrid 
grown by Mr. and Mrs. Stevens. In 
the tropics the Palma ChrlstI often 
reaches a height of 40 feet. 

Por comparison there are costor- 
bcana growing at the rear of the E. 
O. Elliott home, comer ot Klmes 
avenue and Maurice street. These 
are from three to five feet in height 
and have many typical flow en. 
Then at the R. E. Morehouse res- 
idence. ISSl Maple avenue, may be 
seen a plant that has shot upward 
almost to the top of the house but 
not of the dense tropical growth 
type as that at the Stevens home. 
Also, It has one< cluster of flowers, 
differing somewhat from the usual 
In that It seems to shoot upward 
a long fuzzy stem and Is the only 
flower on the plant. One castor 
bean plant at the Sforehouse home 
is shorter and more stocky, the 
stalk looking like polished ma- 
hogany, 

Mrs. Stevens sent away for the 
hybrid seeds, five coming In the 
package. Only the one seed grew.
